As
a matter of fact, Roger believes that under a Fhase I voluntary
evacuation, only Americsns need be evacuated. I believe that we might
modify this somevhat to say that we will consider individusl cases of
foreign national dependents in case of voluntary Phase I emergency
evacustion.

Under a forced evacuation situation we feel that the remaining
Americsn dependents should be gotten out first and then all foreign
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national dependents who are in any way apprebensive about their safely.
